"To oppose a central board because , 
it Is new and to argue against any ! 
change 
of present boards because! 
"they have existed fifty years" doe;s | 
not sound like progressive Wiscon- 
sin. 
Educational government should 
progress 
like every 
other 
govern- 


ment. The most 
dangerous of all 
standpatters is the educational stand- 
patter. Decentralization has cost our 
common schools too much while it 
was building up University and nor- 
mal -schools. 
The reasons for unifi- 
cation are old and pressing. 


Able Men Will Serve. 


"Additional 
responsibilities 
and 
greater powers under the new board 
will not deter big men. 
The honoi- 
arium of eight dollars per day will 
permit able men on middle and low- 
er incomes to give distinguished serv- 
ice and will permit labor to have a 
place and 
voice 
which educational 
progress demands. 
Moreover, it will 
prevent 
the ' specious reasoning and 
the doubtful practices of the .present 
normal board of regents which when 
eulogizing 
the 
free 
service of the 


•normal board, violate the spirit and 
I believe, the. letter of the law by a 
per diem allowance for special serv- 
ices after so defining special service 
that 
it 
practically means any and 


every service. One regent drew last 
year 1440 . for 
88 days of "special 
service" while' the board of regents 
received last year, 
in" addition 
to 
their ' expenses, over $2,000. 


"The normal board's description of 
its laborious attention to details is a 
strong argument for a central board 
which will leave details to educators 
and business agentg. Public spirited 
Tegents should 
give, their 
time to 
larger 
questions of policy and" gov- 
ernment shown by properly summar- 
ized details to need attention. 
The 
new board with 
a 
highly equipped 
educational and business officer 'will 
easily 
learn 
more 
than 
present 
regents know. The state will gain if 
normal regents,stop examining candi- 
dates 
for 
graduation and stop at- 
tending to "all kinds of administra- 
tive Questions . . . and a great mass 
of details." 
A board of fifteen can 
arrange to do all the visiting of insti- 
tutions that will be of any help to 
institutions or to regents.

of his normal school •president. 


•Will Secure Balance.

and special interests of higher insti- 
tutions'and to begin to emphasize in-

"The 'Keert For Full Time Health Of-

discussed the importance of 


local health organizations, and stated 
that the dissipation of authority tends 
to retard the development of such or- 
ganizations. 


He pointed out that, health jurisdic- 
tion should be sufficiently large to 
support full time health officers and 
summarized the legislation recently 
enacted by some of the states to pro- 
vide full time health officers. He also 
considered the progress 
which liad 


been made in the administration of 
these laws. 


"Public health organization in the 
United States has been a -plant of slow 
growth, and stimulated for the most 
part by epidemics. The many Federal 
state and municipal Ivealth laws on 
our statute books have been enacted 
independently of each other and 
to 
meet temporary emergencies. They 
lack uniformity and the funds provid- 
ed to enforce them have not generally 
been sufficient for the purpose. While 
the local administration should be thp 
strongest, in reality it is the weakest

and it is for this class that adequate

Monumental Structual Is Gift of Mrs, 


. Eleanor E. Wldener to Har- 


. 
vard College.

Cambridge, Mass., 
June 
24.—The 
Widener Memorial Library, 
ranking 


third, among the libraries of this coun- 
try in the number of volumes which 
it will accomodate, 
was 
dedicated 


with simpie.exercises at Harvard uni- 
versity today. 
The address of pre- 
sentation was .made by Senator Hen- 
ry Cabot Lodge and the library was 
accepted on behalf of the university 
by President A Lawrence Lowell. 


The monumental structure is the 


gift .of Mrs. Eleanor Elkins Widener 
of Philadelphia, in memory 
of 
her 
son, Harry -Elkins- Widener, a mem- 
ber ol the Harvard class of 1907, who 
lost his -life in tbe Titanic disaster. 
Specifically intended to house 
the 
rare collection of books 
bequeathed 
to the university by Mr. Widener; the 
building was planned on a scale to 
care for the entire Harvard library, 
with allowance for great enlargement 
in the number of books. 
The capac- 


ity of 1,900,000 volumes, 
with pro- 


vision for extension to hold 2,300,000, 
Is exceeded in this country only by 
the New York Public Library and the 
Congressional Library. 


The building standin* within 
the 
college yard near Massachusetts ave- 
nue, is on the site of the old Gore 
hall, 
the 
former 
library 
building, 
which was torn down. In style and 
material it. harmonizes with the Co- 
lonial halls iii its immediate vicinity. 
The exterior is of brick and 
lime- 
stone, with long, square-headed win- 
dows, Romanesque arches, and 
Cor- 
inthian columns. 
The outside 
mea- 
surements are 250 by 200 feet. 
With- 
in the hollow square of the structure 
is a courtyard, 110 by 100 feet. 
The 
principal" entrance, 
on 
the 
north 
side, 
is 
by 
thirty 
granite 
steps, 


through''a portico formed by twelve 
limestone Corinthian columns. 
The 
three high doors are of 
glass 
and 
wrought iron. 


The marble colonade of 
the en- 
trance hall and a broad marble stair- 
case lead directly to the central sec- 
tion, where the Widener collection is 
located. 
Within 
the vestibule ' are

The follow- 
ing article on the Wisconsin sugar 
beet situation in 
the Facts About 
Sugar may explain the situation as 
it appeals to the owner of, the proper- 
ty in question. 
Down to the year 1913 the beet 
sugar industry of Wisconsin was en- 
joying a prosperous development and 
promised to take rank as one of the 
. most important agricultural resources 
o£ the state. A report of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, issued in 1910, 
said in reference to this subject: 
"The beet sugar 
industry is thor- 
oughly established in Wisconsin. . . . 
The farm lands are rich and especial- 
ly- productive of root crops." 
At that time there were four beet 
sugar factories 
in operation in the 
state with a daily capacity for hand- 
ling 2,300 tons of beet. These fac-

COALITION CABINET 


FAILS TO RESULTS 


Neither Engllsti Party Seems Satis- 


fied With the Selection* of -the 


Other Side. 


iBY ASSOCIATED I'RESB.] 


London; June 24—The coalition cab- 
inet has apparently not arranged any 
political truce between the party or- 
gans, which are quite as antagonistic 
as before the joint government was 
formed. Neither party seems satisfied 
with the selections of the other side. 
'No sooner was the appointment of 
Dr. Christopher Addison announced, 
as Parliamentary Secretary of Muni- 
tions, to take the mont recent 
in- 
stance, .than the Globe, a conserva- 
tive organ, asks whether a man who 
had been professor of anatomy and 
medical lecturer and writer so many 
years before entering parliament 
is 
capable of bringing bnsmesB methods 
to bear on the organization of war 
supplies under Lloyd George. 
"We'had. hoped when the new gos- 
ernment came Into existence," com- 
ments the Globe, "that the era of crit- 
icism had been brought to an end/ 
and that we should all; be able to 
work together for 'the ..common good 
with complete confidence in one anoth- 
er. But such an appointment as that 
of Dr. Addison to an office of vital 
importance is like a douche of cold 
water upon* these aspirations." 
Liberal papers, which had not yet re- 
covered from . the shock ojf the high 
preferment given Sir Edward Carson 
and the others engaged 
in 
arming 
northern Ireland for revolution dur- 
ing the home rule crisis, raised an 
outcry, over the appointment of the 
militant "Ulsterman, J. H. M. Camp- 
bell, M. P., to the lord chancellorship 
of Irelsnd, which was announced con- 
currently with Dr. Addlson's. 
The 
Manchester Guardian declares a .grave 
political situation has arisen in Ire- 
land because of it: 
"Those who had been praising tho 
growing 'enthusiasm for the allies in 
Southern Ireland and had begun to 
rejoice" in Jits fruition in the steady 
flow of recruits from classes and dis- 
tricts that bad been holding aloof in 
doubt, are gravely concerned .about 
the development," says the Guardian. 
The Freeman's Journal, the nation- 
alist organ, says Campbell identified 
himself, with the "preachers 
of an- 
archy." 
The Daily News calls the appoint- 
ment the "death knell of- the Apolitical 
truce in Ireland; while the Chronicle, 
also an .organ of the liberal party, 
more mildly says: 
"Whatever Mr. 
Campbell's merits as a lawyer, his ap- 


pointment as the head of the judiciary 
in: Ireland at this juncture would be 
received by dismay by Irish national- 
ists. It would, in fact, be regarded 48 
grievous affront."
